FORT WAYNE LINES 


N LOCAL HANDS 


Paul-Fleming-McCullough Coalition 


Buys 
the 
Property 
and New 


Owners Will Assume Control the 
First of the Coming Year. 


Price Paid Cleveland Owners is Less 


than$2,000,000--Big Deal Means 
Consolidation ot Interurban In- 
terests With City Lines. 


Out of the purchase of the Fort 


Wayne city street railway system 
by a new syndicate, an agreement 
for wliicli was reached at Cleveland 
late Wednesday afternoon, is expect- 
ed to develop an extensive merger o£ 
city and interurban electric line in- 
terests, radiating from Fort Wayne 
as a center and embracing a wide 
scope of territory in northern Indi- 
ana and northwestern Ohio. 


The gentlemen who have made the 


purchase of the Fort Wayne city 
lines arc Henry C. Paul and Stephen 
B. Fleming, 
of Fort Wayne; Hon. 


James Murdock, 
Samuel Murdock 


and Charles Murdock, of Lafayette; 
George K. McCullough, of Indianapo- 
lis, and Col. J. Levering Jones, of 
Indianapolis. The deal is one of the 
most monumental business transac- 
tions involving local property in re- 
cent years and it is the outcome of 
prolonged negotiations between the 
Cleveland owners of the property and 
the members of the new syndicate. 


CLOSED BY M'CULLOUGH. 


The Sentinel on Saturday last not- 


ed the progress of further negotia- 
tions for the purchase of tho prop- 
erty by the Murdock syndicate, but 
the history of the purchase extends 
backward to February, 1901. 
It is 


a singular fact, however, that upon 
Mr. McCullough, the latest addition 
to the syndicate, and who had no 
connection whatever with tb.3 plan 
to purchase the line up to two weeks 
ago, devolved the work of finally 
closing tho terms 
of the purchase 


upon, the iusli actions of ilr. P;tul, 
given from this city over the long 
distance telephone at 4 o'clock Wed- 
nesday afternoon. 


Nearly 
two years ago Mr. Paul 


suggested tlic purchase of the Fort 
Wayne lines to C. F. Dieterich, of 
the Fort Wayne Gas company, and 
Mr. Dieterich 
came with his son 


from 
New York 
to look over the 


property. Tho development of inter- 
urban r.xiiie.v.l building in this sec- 
tion of Indiana and the possibilities 
of the future in this direction, gave 
the proposition an attractive look to 
capitalists, but Mr. Dieterich, after 
an inspection of tlie property and 
some conditions which then sur- 
rounded 
it, concluded not to pur- 


chase. 
Matters rested for several 


months, and the eastern 
interests 


again took it up, this time with the 
idea of combining it with an electric 
line to Lafayette. At this time the 
owners and the wculd-bc pux'chasers 
could not agree upon a price. At 
frequent intervals since that time the 
matter has been discussed. It was 
known the property was upon the 
market, but the Cleveland owners i 
held it at a lljfuro 
deemed too high. | 


Col. Jones, 
himself 
an expert in j 


street railway matters, made a trip } 
to Fort Wayne to inspect the prop- 
erty, but decided it was not worth 
tlio price nsied. 


EEW FRANCHISE PASSED. 


The recent granting of the amend- 


ed franchise to the company, provid- 
ing' for many extensions of the line, 
coupled with the organization of the 
Fort "Wayne, Van Wort and Lima In- 
terurban company, gave tho propo- 
sition a more inviting look, and Mr. 
Paul again took up tho matter. A 
week ago Monday, at a meeting with 
lilr. Kurdock, fit Chicago, it was de- 
cided to renew the effort to purchase, 
and 
on Tuesday of last week Mr.. 


Paul wont to Cleveland. He parted 
with the owners of tho property aft- 
er a long session with about $50,- 
000 between the closing of the deal. 
Then. Mr.1 McCullough, who is presi- 
dent lof the Union Traction company . 
and t^lie best known electric railroad I 
man Sn Indiana, was invited into the j 
syndicate. 
] 


After a consultation at Indianapo- I 


lis Mr. McCullough went to Cleve- 
land 
on 
Monday, and three days 


were occupied in negotiations with 
the owners, represented by Daniel 
P. Eels, H. P. Mc±ntosh and Gen. A. 
B. Garretson. Step by step the deal 
progressed and finally upon tho ad- 
vice of Mr. Paul yesterday the offer 
of the Cleveland owners, with but 
$11,000 between them, Mr. McCul- 
lough proceeded to accept tho offer 
of the Cleveland gentlemen. No de- 
finite figures are obtainable, but it 
is known that 
the price paid was 


somewhat under $2,000,000. Prev- 
ious to the granting of the recent 
franchises and tho expeudituro of a 
large amount of money during the 
past year, 
the company held the 


property at $1,500,000. This was 
undoubtedly raised somewhat dur- 
ing the past few months. 


TRANSFER JANUARY 1. 


Tho actual' transfer of tho property 


to its now owners is to occur on 
January 1, little more 
than two 


weeks lienco, and in that time the 
syndicate will perfect its organiza- 
tion and outline in detail its plans 
for the future. Mr. Paul stated this 
morning that it would be impossible 
to give out any definite information 
along this line until after the mem- 
bers of tho company had held a con- 
sultation, and a meeting for this pur- 
pose is expected to be held in the 
offices of Mr. McCullough at Indian- 
apolis early in the coming week. 


The personnel of membership of 


the new company is a very strong^ 
one, both financially and as to busi- 
ness capacity. The Dieterich syndi- 
cate is said to have absolutely no in- 
terest in the new company, though 
Mr. Paul and the Murdocks are all 
closely allied with Mr. Dieterich in 
his gas interests. 
Mr. Paul 
and 


Mr. Fleming are too well known in 
Fort Wayne to render any statement 
of their business or financial record 
necessary. Tho Messrs. Murdock are 
also well known here by reason of 
their connection 
with natural, gas 


interests and they are also affiliated 
with Mr. Paul and Mr. Fleming in 
the Fort Wayne, Van Wert and Lima 
traction company, which is now en- 
fraged in building1 an interurban line 
eastward from Fcrt Wayne. 
They 


are also interested in street railway 
properties at Lafayette and Kich- 
mond. 


THE OTHER MEMBERS. 


Col. J. Levering- Jones, of Philadel- 


phia, is a very prominent eastern at- 
torney and capitalist, connected with 
what is known (is the United Gas' 
Improvement company at Philadel- 
phia, and is one of the stockholders 
of the Lafayette Gas company. Mr. 
McCulloug-h by his tremendous ac- 
tivity in Indiana interr.rban railroad 
circles has been n very prominent 
figure for several years, and he is 
now president of the immense inter- 
urbrm system of the TTnion traction 
company. 
The street railway and 


traction linos controlled by Mr. Mc- 
Cullough have a capital of $9,600,- 
000 and include the Union traction 
company, now running from Indian- 
apolis to Marion and Muncie, with a 
capital of $5,000.000; the Indian- 
apolis Northern traction 
company, 


with a capital of 33,000,000, 
now 


building; the Fort Wayne, Logans- 
port and Lafayette company, with a 
capital of $1,000,000, and the Lo- 
gansport, Rochester 
and Northern 


company, with a capital of $100,000. 


In the purchase consummated yes- 


terday there are to be four equal in- 
terests—one held by Messrs. 
Paul 


and Fleming, a second by the Messrs. 
Murdock, another by Mr. McCullough 
nnd still another by Mr. Jones and 
his en stern associates.

Should 
this be the outcome it would mean 
that tho McCullough interests would 
control every intertirban line between 
Fort Wayne and Indianapolis. 


ONE" MERGER CERTAIN. 


Only future developments, how- 


ever, can determine whether or not 
there is to be a combination of all 
these interests. It is today regard- 
ed as practically certain, however, 
that the purchase of the city lines 
means a merger of the Fort Wayne 
system with tho Fort Wayne, Van 
Wert and Lima line, now building. 


It is admitted that one of tho in- 


ducements for the purchase of the 
city lines by Mr. Paul and his asso- 
ciates was the fact that the line from 
the east was being constructed, and 
that the operation of the two lines 
in conjunction seemed an attractive 
proposition. 
The new owners 
say 


they rec?£T>izf tho fn.ct tho.t th? In- 
terurban line has come to stay; that 
it is only in the infancy of its de- 
velopment, and that tho future is 
rich in promise for this method of 
transportation.

HELPED MOVE BODY AWAY 


Sad Affair Completely Demor- 


alized Entire Command 


for a Time. 


S. Richard, state agent of the Lund 


real estate and banking agency, of 
Canby, Minn., is in tho city on a 
business visit and is incidentally 
hunting up some of the local volun- 
teers who served in the Philippines. 
Mr. Richard was a member of an 
Iowa regiment, and went to Cuba, 
but later •was transferred to the Phil- 
ippines, where he became a hospital 
steward and later was made a mem- 
ber of General Lawton's staff. He 
was with Lawton when he was killed 
and was in charge of the squad 
which conveyed the body across the 
river from the enemy's side to the 
side in possession of the 
United 


States army. He says that General 
Lawton was absolutely alone when 
he was killed and was at least a hun- 
dred yards in advance of the detach- 
ment of dismounted cavalry which 
served as his body guard and sup- 
port. 


He says further that he has never 


yet read a correct report of Lawton's 
death, but that the best story he has 
read was written 
by J. T. Mc- 


Cutcheon, of the Chicago Record, who 
was four miles away with the 
mounted cavalry when the assassina- 
tion was effected. When the news of 
Lawton's death was confirmed, he 
says, there was not a man within 
his sight, from the hardy old regular 
to tho youngest volunteer, who did 
uut brcuk uown and weep like a 
child, and that an old woman with a 
broom could have made pri&bners of 
the cntiro camp at that moment. 


Mr. Richard will remain here sev- 


eral days and is stopping at the 
Wober hotel. Young Weber, son of 
tho proprietor of tho Weber house, Is 
now in the Philippines and was a 
bosom friend of Richard's. Weber, 
who is a pharmacist, is no longer in 
the army service, but is conducting 
an American pharmacy in, or near 
Manila.

smashing of prices of stocks today, 
following the break

afternoon, which was

torpid condition 


which had prevailed in the 
stock 


market for some time 
past. 
The 


Venezuelan situation was the cause 
of some forebodings, but was scarce- 
ly more than a sentimental influence. 
The growing 
evidence of distress 


amongst borrowers 
and would-be 


borrowers was the real cause of the 
acute 
weakness 
of stocks. 
Some 


large lenders withheld 
funds from 


time loans in expectation of higher 
rates and kept them in call loans, 
but for mixed terms, especially for 
thirty and sixty days, money was 
practically unobtninnW<?. The grow- 
ing conviction that heavy loan con- 
traction is to bo met before January 
1 toppled over the market and the 
liquidation come in spasmodic waves, 
each dip carrying prices lower than 
before and the support put in from 
time to time was only for the pur- 
pose of affording a basis for fresh 
selling. Liquidation was especially 
heavy in Rock Island 
stocks and 


United States Steel shares, but noth- 
ing was exempt and losses quite gen- 
erally reached 1 to 4 points.

Paris, Dec. 11.—A lengthy official 


dispatch has been received at the 
foreign office here from Caracas say- 
ing that the boats of the German 
warships in seizing the vessels sup- 
posed to belong to Venezuela also 
captured a French merchant steamer, 
the Ossun. 
These advices reached 


here so late today that the officials 
were unable to say what steps would 
be taken in the matter, but it is be- 
lieved that 
unless the 
Germans 


promptly rectify the mistake and re- 
lease the Ossuu representations on 
the subject will 
be made to Ger- 


many. 
This is also taken to indi- 


cate the delicate state of the situa- 
tion and tha possibilities of interna- 
tional complications beyond those in- 
volved in Venezuela alone. 


The Ossun was owned by a French- 


man who used her in the coasting 
trade of South America. About eight 
months ago the Ossun was seized by 
the forces of President Castro on the 
ground that the step was a military 
necessity and the Venezuelan flag 
was hoisted on board the steamer.

TROOPS ANSWER CALL. 


La Guaira, Venezuela, Dec. 11.— 


General Ferrer, the minister of war, 
has arrived here with 2,000 troops. 
Eight hundred men under President 
Castro's brother are expected here at 
10 o'clock. 


Only the British, cruiser 
Indefa- 


tigable is now here. She is at anchor 
in the middle of tho harbor. All the 
other warships have left La Guaira. 


Minister Haggard and Herr Von 


Pilgrim-Baltazzi, it was learned to- 
day, left here last night. The for- 
mer was on board the Retribution and 
the latter on tho Vineta, which sailed 
for Trinidad.

MORE SHIPS CAPTURED.

SEARCHING FOR GUNBOATS. 


La Guaira, Venezuela, Dec. 11.— 


The British cruiser Indefatigible ar- 
rived here at 6 o'clock last evening 
from Quanta, the port of Barcelona, 
where she is believed to have been in 
search of the Venezuelan gunboat 
Eestaurador. 


The German cruiser Vineta and the 


British cruiser Retribution left here 
at 6 o'clock last evening. It is sup- 
posed they have on board Venezuela's 
answer to the demand of the foreign 
powers, which arrived from Caracas 
on a special train at 2 o'clock. 


The German charge d'affaires, Herr 


Von Pilgrim Baltazzi, and British 
Minister Haggard, and the personnel 
of the British legation, are still on 
board the warships. 


What is termed an inopportune 


demonstration 
and

method resorted to in the remittance 
to the Venezuelan foreign minister of 
the demands of Great Britain and 
Germany are freely criticized here. 


Tho government has sent 2,000 


men and eighteen guns from Caracas 
to reinforce the garrison at La 
Guaira. These troops were camped 
last night at Cuaracuti, distant one 
hour from La Guaira. All day and 
all night ammunition has been car- 
ried to Fort Lavigia, which crowns 
the harbor, and preparations are be- 
ing made to resist the foreign forces. 


Volunteers to the number of 926 


men, all from La Guaira, have been 
armed today and more are requesting 
arms. It is asserted here that the 
government can find sufficient men 
to resist the foreign forces, as the 
movement is peculiar. 
Everywhere 


one meets men of all classes and con- 
ditions carrying Mauser rifles. 


The news of the capture at Port of 


Spain, Trinidad, of the Venezuelan 
gunboat 
Bolivar, by the British 


cruiser Charybdis, was communicated 
to President Castro by a jopresenta- 


tive of the Associated Press. 
The 


event created intense excitement. 


WITHOUT OFFICIAL NEWS. 


London, 
Dec. 11.—The 
foreign 


office at 1 o'clock this afternoon was 
still without official news from Ven- 
ezuela. 
The officials were glad to 


hear of tho release of the British 
subjects, but were unable to express 
any opinions on the press dispatches 
except to say, as Under-Foreign Sec- 
retary Cranborne did, that they pre- 
sumed they were correct.

BELIEVE CRISIS AVERTED. 


Washington, 
Doc.

Bowen, at Caracas, in a cablegram, to

This was the only advice that cam* 


to the state department over night 
as to the situation in Venezuela, but 
it was welcome, for the officials felt 
that by releasing 
these civilians 


President 
Castro has 
diminished 


greatly the most dangerous factor In 
the problem. 
Had he insisted on 


retaining them 
in jail the allies 


must have dispatched a force to tho 
capital of Venezuela and war out- 
right would have ensued. As it is, 
the officials here prefer to regard the 
status as not one of war, providing 
the allies adhere to their original 
program, of a "peaceful blockade," 
perhaps followed by the temporary 
seizure of Venezuelan custom houses. 


Details of the sinking of the Vene- 


zuelan navy by the 
allied naval 


forces are awaited with interest here, 
and the officials could not but express 
their regret and surprise that it had 
been found necessary to proceed to 
such extremes. 


Nothing has yet occurred to induce 


the state department to change their 
policy of non-intorference which it 
has adopted. The president is show- 
ing particular interest in the situa- 
tion and this morning he called Sec- 
retary Hay away from his regular 
Thursday 
diplomatic reception to 


confer respecting 
Venezuela. 
The 


chairmen of the two congressional 
committees charged with the care of 
foreign affairs also 
called at the 


state department during the forenoon 
to talk over the Venezuelan develop- 
ments. 


Senator Cullom, chairman of the 


committee on foreign relations, ex- 
pressed regret that England and Ger- 
many had destroyed, by breaking up 
or sinking, the vessels of the Vene- 
zuelan war fleet. "They might bet- 
ter have been kept for toy houses, 
as against a formidable 
squadron 


they were fit for little else," he re- 
marked. He believed that, if it were 
considered 
necessary 
to seize the 


vessels, they could have been kept 
intact until after the present trouble 
was settled and then 
restored to 


Venezuela. 


URGES MEDIATION. 


Washington, Dec. 11.—A joint reso- 
lution was offered in the house to- 
day by Mr. Shaffroth (Col.) author- 
izing the president 
to propose to 


Great Britain aud Germany to sub- 
mit their claims against Venezuela 
to arbitration and to guarantee tho 
payment of the awards that may be 
found.

treasurer, with Mr. Bass, Mr. Will- 
iams, B. S. Taylor, S. B. Bond and 
Samuel T. Hanna as a board of direc- 
tors. This company was granted a 
right by the city council October 10 
of the same year to lay tracks on 
Calhoun street, Creighton avenue, 
Wallace and Lafayette streets. Suc- 
cessive franchises were given 
for 


tracks on Maumee street to the car 
barns,

street 
west of 


Broadway, on East Jefferson to Har- 
mer, north to Washington and east to 
Glasgow avenue, a double track on 
Calhoun street, from Main street to 
the Pittsburg railroad; on Calhoun, 
north to Superior, west to Wells, 
north to Cass, on Cass to Third and 
on Third west to Wells.

SEVEN NEW POISONS. 


Ann Arbor, Mioh., Dec. 11.—Julius 


0. Schlotterbeck, professor of phar- 
macognosy and botany in the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, is about to make 
known officially 
the discovery of 


seven new poisons. The poisons are 
all distinct, though three of them 
are made from the same vine. They 
will be used for medicinal purposes. 
Experiments to test their properties 
on the lower animals 
are now in 


preparation. Three of the 
poisons 


are made from the Allegheny vine 
which grows in abundance on porches 
all about this section of the state. 
Besides the known poison, protopine, 
made from this vine, the professor 
has extracted poisons which he lias 
named adlumine 
and adlurnidlne, 


aud one still unnamed. From the 
celandine poppy the professor has 
extracted the fourth and fifth poi- 
sons called, stylophine and disphyl- 
line, and from the Japanese celandine 
the poison baccontdine and one yet 
unnamed. Out of twenty-five pounds 
of the Allegheny vine usod this fall 
for the extraction 
of three of the 


seven new poisons there were only 
two ounces of them combined. This 
same process is used for the Jap- 
anese celandine and the 
celandine 


poppy.

ber of Manufacturing 


Concerns. 


BUT FEW BIG CONSUMERS 


Mayor BerghofF Says He is, in 


a General Way, 
Satisfied 


With Conditions. 


Pursuant to the instructions of the 


council tlio superintendent of police 
ordered the day and night patrolmen 
to visit every factory or largo estab- 
lishment on their respective beats 
yesterday and last night and report 
which, if any, were using natural 
gas for other than domestic heating 
purposes. The order was faithfully 
complied with and this forenoon Su- 
perintendent Qorsline presented hia 
report to Mayor Berghoff. It shows 
that the order to shut off all gas for 
manufacturing purposes has 
been 


pretty generally complied with, al- 
though there are some lapses. Four- 
teen bakers aro using gas in their 
ovens and they all require large 
quantities; twenty-eight gas engines 
of various capacities, some as high as 
sixty-five-horse power, continue to 


as creating much of a drain. Twelve 
core ovens are using gas in 
the 


foundries of Bass, Kerr Murray, the 
electric works and Mennefee's, and 
these consume a great deal of the 
fuel. 
Only two engine boilers were 


reported vising gas for fuel, one be- 
ing at the Wayne Biscuit company's 
works and the other at the Paul Pul- 
ley works. At the electric works the 
gas has been shut off from, the boil- 
ers, but an inch and a quarter pipe is 
used to heat the furnace. 


Speaking of the report, Mayor 


Berghoff said: 
"Now about these 


gas engines, I don'i know what to 
do. My understanding and best in- 
formation is that they do not con- 
sume much gas and I don't think 
that they are objectionable in a gen- 
eral sense. With the bakeries it is 
different. A bake oven uses a great 
deal of gas and some bakeries have 
a number of ovens. Most of the Fort 
Wayne bakeries are modern affairs 
and aro built to use gas only, and 
can not be transformed to wood or 
coal burners. 
Would it be just to 


shut them off and compel them to 
close chopP I don't think so. The 
Wayne Biscuit company, I under- 
stand must burn gas or shut up shop 
and at the Paul pulley works, I am 
informed, no provision for burning 
other kinds of fuel exists. In this 
business we must be fair and just 
and must be careful not to work any 
hardship on any individual business. 
The order has been very generally 
obeyed, and while it is hard to dis- 
criminate, when wo do discriminate 
we must discriminate fairly and 
justly. I am well satisfied with the 
situation as it is, if it can only be 
preserved.''
